Rome Says Meeting of Victorious Dictators 
Slated Tuesday To Decide On Surren­ 
der Negotiations 


(Bv T he A ssociated Press) 
BERLIN, Juno 17.— Franco, crushed under the Ger­ 
man military machine, appealed for peace today. 
Adolf Hitler and his tixis partner, Premier Mussolini of 
Italy, will nieel to decide on what terms France can have it. 
(In Rome it was said tin’ meeting probably would be at 
Munich tomorrow.) 
The conference of the creators of the axis, which will 
have an important bearing on the war against Britain, was 
announced after Marshal Betain, aged soldier-premier of 
France, offered in a radio speech to lay down arms. 
With her steel and concrete Maginot line broken, her 
capital and most of her industrial areas in German posses­ 
sion and the remnants of her scattered armies hotly pursued 
by Germans, France was reported ready for peace, hut of­ 
ficials here persistently denied negotiations were in progress.

COLUMBUS June 17 —Gov John 
W 
Bricker’* controversial proposal 
to separate the national and state 
ballots at tile November g en eralj 
election probably will produce the 
major fireworks of the special ses­ 
sion of the Ohio legislature, open­ 
ing tonight. 
The governor’s five-point program 
also calls for an additional $1,400.- 
000 for poor relief and $1,000,000 j 
for old age pensions. 
Observers expected Democrats to ; 
oppose the 
ballot change solidly, j 
while the attitude of a few Re­ 
publican friends of U. S. Senator 
Robert A. Taft remained in doubt. 
T aft’s supporters felt that the sepa­ 
ration might adversely affect his 
chances of obtaining the Republi­ 
can nomination for president next 
week, but the senator was repre­ 
sented as willing to “go along” with 
the proposal. 
Ninety-one votes are needed in 
the house to pass the bill as an 
emergency measure, making it e f­ 
fective immediately. 
There are 97 
Republican house members. 
Former Gov. Martin L. Davey, 
Bricker’s Democratic opponent for 
re-election, hailed the special ses­ 
sion call as “official notice” that 
the state “is hopelessly lost to the 
Republican candidate for president” 
and accused the governor of trying 
“ o stick a dagger in the back of 
Senator Taft by announcing of­ 
ficially that Taft has no chance to 
carry Ohio, if nominated.” 
In a 
written statem ent, 
Davey 
said he welcomed the chance to 
oppose Bricker on a ballot separate 
from the national ticket because it 
would give a "glorious opportunity 
to tear off his m a‘k of hypocrisy 
and deceit.” 
Bricker said he asked the ballot 
split to allow Ohio vo ers to de­ 
cide state and national issues ^ p a ­ 
ra tely.

H y Planes Across, Now 
WASHINGTON. June 17 — The 
United States acted today to fa­ 
cilitate the delivery of war planes 
to the Allies by authorizing the 
ships to be flown across American 
borders. 
Formerly, planes bought in this! 
country by the Allies had to land I 
at the Canadian border, and be 
towed across. 
A new interpretation of the neu­ 
trality act, drafted by the treasury 
and endorsed by the state depart­ 
ment. said that the border stops are 
no longer 
necessary. 
The ruling means that after the 
Allies pay for a plane at an Amer­ 
ican factory, they can have it flown 
across the Canadian border, ana 
legal title to the plane will auto­ 
matically be transferred as the ship 
soars over the boundary.
